American Red Cross has sent to 
Mrs. W. E. Boulton, president of 
the Upland Red Cross chapter, a 
set of warnings prepared by W. 
E. Longfellow of the life saving 
staff at National Headquarters. 
His advice follows: 


Avoid heavy meals before going 
on the river. Wait at least an 
hour before going into the water 
eating such  beach-stand 
lunches as hot dogs and soda pop. 

Never swim alone, but always 
with a companion of your own 
ability. 

Get to be an all-around swimmer 
in a pool before you tackle the big 
water, and always swim at guard- 
ed places. 

In case of a canoe accident, | 
stick to your boat. Help comes 
quicker to one clinging to an over- 
turned boat than to one swimming 
toward shore. An ordinary canoe 
even though filled with water, will 
hold up the heads of about four 
people. 

A canoe or rowboat with an out- | 
board motor should be treated the 
same as a motor boat and should 
carry a fire extinguisher and life 
preservers. 

The slogan of the Red Cross Life 
Saving Service is, “Everyone a 
swimmer and every swimmer a 
life saver.”
